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AUCTION 


Dear Bidder, 

For more than a quarter of a century, Heritage and the Long Beach Coin Expo have combined talents and resources 
to present the Official Signature auctions - a long history of cooperation and success. At last count, we are getting 
close to our 50th Long Beach U.S. Coins Signature auction in all. Quite an achievement! 

The June 2017 Expo follows our April/May Central States Numismatic Society event that saw Heritage realize nearly 
$23 million from U.S. Coins alone, including a record $517,000 for a beautiful PR65 Cameo 1866 Liberty double 
eagle. Currency auctions added more than $10 million to Heritage's Central States total, and our World & Ancient 
Coins auction at the Chicago Cultural Center brought another $6.3 million for a grand total of nearly $40 million from 
the combined Chicago events. We are happy to report that the numismatic marketplace is alive and well. 

We fully expect the current Long Beach Signature auction to continue this positive trend. Three floor sessions include 
a high-value Premier Session on Thursday evening with a 6:00 p.m. (Pacific Time) start. As always, our Long Beach 
highlights include multiple series and collector specialties. 

Gold is among the most active market segments, and the current auction has gold galore. 

• A Kellogg & Humbert gold ingot tips the scale at a hefty 107.76 ounces. This is a massive and highly 
attractive ingot from the historic (and ongoing) S.S. Central America salvage effort. 

•A high-end, Choice Uncirculated 1907 Wire Rim ten dollar gold piece represents Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens intended design. Graded MS64+ PCGS Secure with CAC endorsement, this is a smooth near- 
Gem example. 

• Other important gold lots include a 1921 double eagle in MS62 PCGS - a major series rarity at that 
grade - plus a tremendous run of Carson City double eagles from multiple consignors. 

We have handled several important consignments of U.S. patterns in recent events, and Long Beach is no exception. 
Many rare patterns are included, including some lots that are, we believe, pedigreed to the historic Farouk holdings 
and other fine collections. Highlights are numerous, such as: 

• An 1871 Indian Princess quarter dollar struck in silver, Judd-1093, PR64 PCGS with CAC, with starless 
field and the date in exergue - William Barber's posthumous redesign after Longacre's death. 

•A pair of silver dollar patterns struck in aluminum: 1885 Snowden dollar, Judd-1749, certified PR65 
PCGS with experimental edge lettering, low R.7, and an 1875 Commercial Trade dollar, Judd-1425, 
graded PR66 Cameo PCGS, one of only two known examples struck in the off-metal aluminum. 

• A rare 1874 half eagle struck in copper, Ex: Bass, Judd-1371, certified PR64 Red and Brown, one of only 
two or three examples known and R.8 on the rarity scale. 

U.S. Colonials include several rare issues: 

• A Gem Mint State 1652 Pine Tree shilling, Noe-7 - we believe the finest of 11 known examples - 
struck on a Large Planchet, No Pellets at Trunk, graded MS65 PCGS with CAC endorsement. This 
is a quintessential Colonial coin (Ex: Clapp, Wurtzbach, Clarke, Boyd, and Ford-Manley), plated in 
Wurtzbach. 

• A 1787 Hercules Head Connecticut copper, Miller 7-1, W-2830, R.6, certified MS62 Brown NGC. Our 
cataloger (Mark Borckardt) states: "there is no question that this example is far finer than any others 
that are known to us." 

• The finest-known Ryder 4-D 1788 Massachusetts cent certified MS65 Brown NGC, sharply struck 
with the Arrows in Left Talon. Finer than the Partrick MS64 Brown coin, which was exceptional in 
its own right. 



Silver type is seemingly immune to most market fluctuations, especially among the early issues and key dates and 
Mints. Be sure to check out these lots: 

•An attractive and rare 1794 Flowing Hair half dollar, 0-107 (T-5), a scarce die pairing in a Choice 
collector grade of Fine 15 PCGS. 

• A 1797 Draped Bust dime, JR-2, 13 Stars obverse, one of perhaps just three Mint State pieces known, 
certified MS62 PCGS. 

• An 1852 Seated quarter in the remarkable grade of MS66 PCGS, a satiny and richly toned example, 
with just one piece finer in the combined population reports. 

• An 1889-CC Morgan dollar in the high grade of MS64 NGC - a great rarity in near-Gem condition. 


THE FAR IS COLLECTION 

We have a Featured Collection that deserves special mention here, led by some extremely "sporty" quarter eagles. 
This compact consignment of six gold coins appears in the Premier Session, including an impressive 1808 quarter eagle 
certified XF45 PCGS, an essential one-year type. It is an important collector-grade coin for quarter eagle specialists. 
Also needed for type, a 1796 No Stars on Obverse quarter eagle grades AU50 PCGS with nice luster remaining. A 
very scarce 1833 quarter eagle certified AU58 PCGS has excellent color and reflective fields - one of fewer than 80 
examples of the issue believed extant.

The surfaces are somewhat wavy 
and exhibit uneven wear, with the GLA in ENGLAND missing. 
A crease crosses the obverse through the top of the tree trunk 
from the rocker press. Most of the tree is bold, and the date and 
denomination are readable.

Details. This first-year half cent type coin has fairly strong design 
definition for the VG grade level, although cleaning on the obverse 
produces significant unnaturally bright copper-red surface with 
some deep brown color remaining in the fields. The reverse is a 
more traditional chocolate-brown color with minor granularity. All 
lettering is clear. Our EAC grade AG3. 


3026 1794 High Relief Head, C-9, B-9, R.2 — Environmental 
Damage — PCGS Genuine. XF Details. Manley Die State 3. 
The coin is well-detailed and shows little wear. The reverse is 
deep chocolate-brown in color with scattered pitting along the 
right-hand margin that denies a numeric grade; a small spot is 
also seen at the U in UNITED. The obverse is the same color and 
largely smooth. However, a peculiar area of granularity stretches 
along a sharp line from the tip of the cap to the rim above the TY 
in LIBERTY, and spills over the upper-left edge of the planchet. 
Possibly an odd planchet flaw, although we encourage bidders 
to examine the coin in person and make a determination as to 
what they believe caused this oddity. There is also an old mark on 
Liberty’s temple.

3027 1797 1 Above 1, C-l, B-l, R.2, VF30 NGC. Manley Die State 
1.0, or perhaps earlier as there is no evidence of the die crack from 
the rim to the end of the pole. A wonderful example with splendid 
surfaces and lovely medium brown color on both sides. This piece 
is the very definition of the phrase “Choice for the grade.” Our 
EAC grade Fine 15.

PCGS. The S-llc attribution is likely correct, although this may 
be an S-lib — a holder tab obscures the portion of the rim that 
differentiates these two varieties. Clash marks are visible in the 
field at Liberty’s throat. On the obverse, LIBERTY and the date are 
readable, and the portrait is boldly outlined. The rims fade into the 
fields. The reverse is mostly smooth save for the faint outline of the 
wreath and ONE CENT. Both sides are chocolate-brown and fairly 
smooth, showing only minor granularity in portions of the fields 
and a few old, faint scratches beneath a loupe.

Plated 
in Wurtzbach. The Pine Tree shilling can rightly be called the 
quintessential Colonial coin. It is well known even outside the 
realm of numismatics, and its image is ubiquitous in texts about 
the Massachusetts Bay colony. While not rare, Pine Tree shillings 
have a romantic quality that has enticed countless collectors. If a 
collector were to choose only one Colonial coin to own, it would 
undoubtedly be the Pine Tree shilling. 

It is remarkable that this piece has survived for well over 300 
years at the Gem level of preservation. It certainly makes one 
wonder how that is even possible. Perhaps a collector, in the same 
vein as Lord St. Oswald and his spectacular 1794 coins, saved this 
specimen from the moment it was struck. Thousands of Pine Tree 
shillings have survived to the present day, but this piece ranks 
above virtually all of them. 

Michael Hodder (2005) writes that only 11 examples of the 
Noe 7 Pine Tree shilling are known. This was the only use of 
this obverse, which has the tree centered directly over the M 
in MASATHVSETS. A die crack bisects the reverse but does 
not obscure any of the letters or numerals. The present coin is a 
magnificent Gem Uncirculated example of this very rare variety. 

The Pine Tree series is believed to have been struck between 
1667 and 1682, although the exact date of its inception is unknown, 
and it is likely that there was a gradual transition from oak to pine 
styles. Two major types of Pine Tree shillings were struck: the 
first on large planchets and the second on small planchets. The 
Large Planchet shillings were struck using the antiquated rocker 
press, but the introduction of a screw press circa 1675 marked 
the beginning of the Small Planchet type. While both types are 
desirable, the Large Planchet pieces are especially popular. 

Gunmetal-gray patina with subtle hazel accents cover the 
obverse of this specimen. The periphery of the reverse is light 
silver-gray, while the center has a pleasing bluish tint. The planchet 
is nearly round and virtually all of the letters are boldly struck. 
Only the VS in MASATHVSETS is not fully defined as a result 
of the rocker press. The tree is exceptionally sharp with no areas 
of weakness. Carl Wurtzbach, who once owned this specimen, 
described it succinctly: “Gem Coin. Cannot Be Excelled.” We feel 
that his description accurately represents this stellar coin.

The Small Planchet Pine Tree shillings are extremely rare in 
Mint State with just six such pieces certified at PCGS, and the 
present piece is far finer than the other five that all grade MS61 or 
MS62.

Guide by authors Winston Zack, Louis Scuderi, and Michael 
Sherrill was published last year, and the guide is extraordinarily 
useful for collectors, providing up-to-date information on all of the 
individual varieties. For example, the authors note that “as few as 
three JR-2 dimes are thought to exist in MS condition.” 

PCGS and NGC combined report five Uncirculated JR-2 dimes, 
including this MS62 and two MS64s at PCGS, and a coin each 
in MS64 and MS65 at NGC (5/17). However, in more than two 
decades, we have only seen two Uncirculated representatives: 
the Gem NGC coin, and the present MS62 PCGS example. The 
NGC MS65, ex: Ed Price Collection, realized $402,500 in our 
July-August 2008 ANA Signature sale. It has since been crossed 
to PCGS as MS64, but the NGC population report still lists it, 
accounting for at least one duplication in the certified figures. 
The Price coin more recently sold in Part I of the D. Brent Pogue 
Collection (Stack’s/Bowers, 5/2015) for $176,250 in its new MS64 
PCGS holder. By comparison, a JR-1 coin in MS65 realized only 
about $100,000 in our January 2013 FUN Signature sale. 

The JR-2 1797 dime is a recognized rarity in Mint State and 
in high demand. This lovely MS62 example is well-within the 
Condition Census for the 13 Stars Obverse variety. The coin 
exhibits splashes of blue and iridescent toning on its satin surfaces 
with excellent design definition. The stars, hair, drapery, and 
feathers are all boldly defined.

Before the Mint began their program of commercial proof offerings 
in 1858, no records were kept of how many proof coins were made during any particular year. In the early days, before about 1840, proofs 
were struck whenever some government official, such as the Secretary of State, requested specimen coins for diplomatic presentations, 
or when well-connected collectors, like Robert Gilmore, Jr., made special arrangements to procure the coins for their collections. As we 
understand the process today, when the Mint received these orders, the workmen polished a business-strike die, perhaps polished specially 
selected planchets, and struck the desired coins on the screw press normally used to produce medals. Thus, if the Mint received requests 
for proofs at different times during the year, they were struck from whatever dies were on hand at the time, resulting in several different die 
varieties of proof coins of the same date and denomination. This is the case for the extremely rare proof quarters of 1820. 

Only four examples of the 1820 Capped Bust proof quarter are known today, representing three different die varieties. The coin 
offered here is an example of the B-4 variety, with a small 0 in the date and small obverse stars. The same reverse die was used on the 
1821 B-l and B-3 varieties, and die state evidence suggests the B-4 business-strike coins were actually struck in 1821, after these other two 
emissions. This single proof example may have been struck in 1821 as well, if no suitable 1821-dated dies were available. 

The present coin possesses an unbroken pedigree over the last century, at one time being a highlight of such celebrated gatherings 
known as the George Earle Collection and the famous collection of Ambassador and Mrs. R. Henry Norweb. In the Norweb 
Collection, this coin was accompanied by a remarkable specimen of the 1820 B-2 variety that Walter Breen believed was a one-sided 
proof, but that coin has now been certified as an MS64 business-strike by NGC. Breen also thought the present coin might be a one¬ 
sided proof because of some frosty luster on the reverse, but PCGS has determined this coin is definitely a proof striking. 

This coin exhibits a stunning play of colors, with vivid shades of iridescent champagne-gold, cerulean-blue, and lavender 
patina blanketing the pleasing surfaces of both sides. The fields display areas of bright reflectivity under the toning. Some evidence of 
die rust can be seen in the obverse field near star 3, and on the reverse near the lowest leaves, adding credence to the idea that 
the coin was struck in 1821. The devices are sharply detailed throughout, adding to the incredible visual appeal. This combination of 
extreme rarity, high technical grade, and spectacular aesthetic appeal, with great historic interest and an extensive pedigree, 
makes this coin one of the most impressive offerings of the current sale.

After discussing 
the regular 1918-S issue, he continues to the date’s popular and 
challenging variant: 

“There was a special 1918-S but it was not discovered until 
years later. There had been a 1918/7-S variety. The fact that 
collectors at the time were not examining coins closely, and 
not saving them in any numbers as well, would prove to be 
important here, as by the time the 1918/17-S was discovered 
it was far too late to find examples in top grades. The only 
Mint State examples would be ones set aside as regular 1918- 
S quarters.” 

Green continues by noting that the 1918-S issue’s high overall 
mintage (over 11 million pieces) made the likelihood of an 
overdate coin’s surviving this way much lower, by diluting the 
concentration of overdate coins relative to the population at large. 
Standing Liberty quarter specialist J.H. Cline indicates that the 
overdate’s first auction appearance did not come until late in 1937, 
almost two decades after its creation, but that the coin was offered 
as Uncirculated, indicating that overdate coins must have survived 
in the way Green indicates. Most survivors are heavily circulated 
and locating a problem-free Choice AU, such as this piece is very 
challenging.

The present Fine Details offering is an 
important opportunity for the type collector to obtain a Draped 
Bust Small Eagle half dollar. This coveted piece of Americana 
is a significant “stopper” for anyone attempting to complete a 
type collection of United States coinage. Some may question 
the feasibility of investing in a coin that has been plugged and 
repaired. But the high prices being realized for original, problem- 
free specimens prevent many collectors from acquiring an example 
for their collection. Moreover, this particular coin exhibits well- 
defined design elements, especially on the obverse. Liberty’s hair 
shows fairly strong detail, as do the eye, ear, drapery lines, and 
the peripheral devices. Indeed, few would likely argue with the 
obverse being being classified as Very Fine, maybe even VF25 
Details. And in the opinion of this cataloger (JPA), even the 
reverse possesses some VF Detail. 

Both sides reveal steel-gray patina and soft bluish accents. Some 
smoothing is noted in the obverse fields, and TY in LIBERTY 
was re-engraved, as was the lower-right reverse ribbon. The 
usually seen crack from the rim at 5 o’clock to the bottom of the 
bust has been removed by smoothing in that area, but becomes 
visible from the right side of the bust through stars 15-14. Despite 
the impairments, this coin will be an appropriate, and perhaps 
“affordable” addition to an advanced U.S type collection.

The late 1960s was a good time for 
investors to seek out and purchase Uncirculated 1889-CC Morgan 
dollars. Already a recognized condition rarity at that time, the 
famous Carson City issue would only increase in popularity after 
the GSA sales of the early 1970s. In 1969, an Uncirculated 
1889-CC Morgan could be purchased retail for less than $1,000, 
according to the Guide Book. The GSA sales of 1972 to 1974 
changed the landscape of the Carson City Morgan dollar market. 
Many dates, including all of the early 1880s issues, were flooded 
into the collecting community in staggering quantities, primarily 
in Mint State. But the 1889-CC was not so well represented. In 
fact, only a single ‘89-CC dollar is known from the entirety of 
the GSA sales. It was clear that the high-grade population of 
this key date was not going to increase as did those of most of its 
counterparts. In just a few short years after the GSA sales, the value 
of an Uncirculated 1889-CC Morgan more than tripled. 

Today, the ‘89-CC is the rarest of the Carson City issues and 
is one of the biggest key dates in the Morgan series, regardless 
of mintmark. The date is scarce in any Mint State grade, but is 
particularly elusive in MS63. In MS64, it is genuinely rare, and 
finer representatives are extremely rare and headline auctions 
whenever they are offered. The last near-Gem NGC coin that we 
offered was in lot 3664 of our December 2014 Houston Signature 
sale, where it realized $70,500.

The Panic of 1893 had far-reaching 
economic consequences, including the repeal of the Sherman 
Silver Purchase Act, which had mandated the production of 
millions of unneeded silver dollars since it replaced the Bland- 
Allison Act in 1890, and resulted in the depletion of the nation’s 
gold reserves. Accordingly, silver dollar mintages were drastically 
reduced at all U.S. mints in 1893 and following years. A modest 
mintage of Morgan dollars was accomplished at the San Francisco 
Mint in January of 1893, before the effects of the panic were fully 
realized, but none were coined in later months, resulting in a series- 
low business-strike mintage of 100,000 pieces for the issue. All the 
coins were struck from a single pair of dies that show a diagnostic 
die line on the cross bar of the T in LIBERTY. 

Most, if not all, of the small mintage was released into 
circulation near the time of issue and circulated heavily in the 
hard-money economy of the Western United States. Conventional 
wisdom suggests the coins were rarely seen in numismatic circles in 
the first few decades after they were struck, but a few high-quality 
examples were saved by contemporary collectors at an early date. 
John M. Clapp purchased one of the finest examples we know 
about today from Philadelphia numismatist John Colvin Randall 
in March of 1894. Another Uncirculated example was offered in 
the William Friesner Collection (Edouard Frossard, 6/1894), lot 
696, described tersely in the section of S-mint dollars as, “1893 
Uncirculated.” The lot realized only $1.10. Similar offerings can 
be found in two sales by the Chapman brothers in 1904, where the 
coins realized $1.15 and $1.25 respectively. Likewise, the coin in 
lot 545 of the Chapman’s H.P. Smith Collection (5/1906) brought 
only $1.30. As late as the B.W. Smith Sale (B. Max Mehl, 5/1915), 
a Fine specimen in lot 731 realized only $1.85. None of these 
prominent coin dealers described the 1893-S as rare, and the 
modest premiums they brought suggests they were not widely 
sought-after by collectors. It seems the elusive nature of the 1893-S 
was not recognized in the late 19th or early 20th century. 

Although Augustus Heaton published his landmark treatise on 
mintmarks in 1893, he did not mention the 1893-S as a key issue. 
Since the book was published before the end of the year, he had no 
way of knowing how small the mintage would be. Since they were 
not considered rare or interesting numismatically, the great majority 
of the coins circulated freely for several decades before collectors 
began to cull them from circulation in the 1930s. If a large number 
of coins was initially held in government storage they must have 
been melted in 1918, under the provisions of the Pittman Act. Only 
a few, scattered examples were discovered in the Treasury releases 
of the 1960s. As might be expected, the 1893-S is very rare in Mint 
State grades today, and the issue is most often seen in VF grades. 

Today, the 1893-S is recognized as the rarest issue in the Morgan 
dollar series in high grade. This attractive MS61 specimen offers 
sharply detailed design elements and vibrant mint luster, under 
attractive shades of lavender, gray, and golden-brown toning. The 
pleasing surfaces show the minimum number of minor contact 
marks for the grade and overall eye appeal is quite strong.

3783 1895 PR64+ Cameo PCGS. Intrigue regarding the production of 
any business strike Morgan dollars in 1895 has persisted for more 
than 120 years. Officially, Philadelphia Mint records indicate a 
production of 12,000 business strikes were coined in June 1895. 
However, the failure of any authenticated circulation strike 
examples to surface tends to support two conceivable scenarios. It 
is possible that the entire 12,000-coin mintage was melted under 
the terms of the Pittman Act of 1918, and that no coins ever 
got into the hands of entrepreneurial Mint employees or well- 
connected collectors. Another possibility is that the Mint never 
produced any pieces in the first place. The prevailing opinion 
among most numismatic researchers tends to support the latter 
scenario, which suggests the reported mintage of 12,000 coins is 
merely the result of an improper entry or clerical error. 

One notable voice supporting the actual mintage of circulation 
strikes comes from Roger Burdette, who documented evidence that 
the blanks were on hand, later shown on the cashier’s daily balance 
that they were struck on June 28, 1895, and that six circulation 
samples were indeed provided to the assay commission. Although 
no circulation strike dies were prepared in 1895 according to Chief 
Engraver Charles Barber’s annual report of dies, the circulation 
strike coins were perhaps struck from proof dies. Burdette 
concluded the whereabouts of the coins is still unknown, but most 
likely they were melted. 

Whether they were melted or misrepresented in the ledger 
books, business strike representatives are unavailable to those 
looking to complete a Morgan dollar date and mintmark set. 
Consequently, collectors must turn to the estimated 400 survivors 
from an original mintage of 880 proofs. The result is perennially 
fierce competition for an extremely limited supply of 1895 
Morgan dollar proofs in relation to collector demand. The issue’s 
captivating history, relative scarcity, and legendary status make it 
the “King of the Morgan Dollars,” and the presence of an example 
in any collection is the mark of a series specialist. 

The present coin is an attractive, high-end Choice specimen 
with razor-sharp definition on all design elements and deeply 
mirrored fields that contrast boldly with the frosty devices. The 
well-preserved surfaces show a few highlights of pale gold toning 
and eye appeal is outstanding.

The remnants of the earlier die crack through the 
bases of LIBERTY are largely effaced from lapping, now confined 
to traces of the crack on each side of the E, the one on the right 
continuing through the R and its diagonal. A curving crack from 
9 o’clock rises upward into the left obverse field, but there is as yet 
no trace of a later second crack (State d) that will appear nearby. 
The reverse shows a die lump at the right-side rim, above the 
eagle’s right (facing) wing.

3803 1808 BD-1, R.4, XF45 PCGS. Die State b. Any United States 
gold coin type collection would be incomplete without an example 
of the 1808 Capped Bust quarter eagle. Ranked among Jeff Garrett 
and Ron Guth’s 100 Greatest U.S. Coins (fourth edition), the 1808 
is a famous and widely sought-after single-year type. The issue’s low 
production total of just 2,710 coins heightens its desirability, and 
while there are several other dates in the early quarter eagle series 
that surpass it in terms of overall rarity, the 1808 is arguably the 
most in-demand because of its unique type coin status. 

John Reich immigrated to the United States from his native 
Germany in 1800 to take a position at the Philadelphia Mint 
befitting an engraver of his caliber. However, in the early years 
Reich was displeased with the menial tasks he had been assigned 
and contemplated a return to Europe. His fortune changed for the 
better in 1807, when he was promoted to the position of Assistant 
Engraver. In that same year Mint Director Patterson charged Reich 
with proposing a series of new coinage designs. His Capped Bust 
motif was quickly accepted and implemented starting with the 
half dollars and half eagles of 1807, followed by the half cents, 
cents, and quarter eagles of 1808, and the dimes and quarter dollars 
of 1809. Rather than include his initials, Reich signed the coins 
bearing his design with a small notch on the star 13 punch. 

The low production of just 2,710 quarter eagles, all struck 
on February 26 using a single pair of dies, largely reflects the 
denomination’s lack of popularity among the public. The two and a 
half dollar coins had fallen out of favor with gold depositors, as their 
face value was too high for domestic circulation and half eagles 
were preferred for international exchange. This is reflected by the 
comparatively high mintage of 55,578 half eagles accomplished 
in the same year, and the Mint’s failure to strike any more quarter 
eagles until 1821. In addition to the low mintage of the 1808, the 
issue’s high attrition rate further explains its rarity. Breen (1988) 
suggests that it may have been a result of the dies breaking early 
in the minting process, narrowing the borders and exposing the 
surfaces to excessive wear. The Bass-Dannreuther reference (2006) 
estimates that just 125 to 150 coins are extant. This is a bright 
orange-gold example that shows only slight, even wear over the 
high points and traces of mint luster can still be found surrounding 
the devices. The most readily available pedigree identifier is a small, 
round abrasion located just below the eagle’s beak.

— PCGS Proof Genuine. Unc Details. The story of the 1879 
Flowing Hair Stella is a complicated one, with a host of well-known 
characters. From Representative John A. Kasson, Alexander 
H. Stephens, and William Wheeler Hubbell, to Charles Barber 
and George T. Morgan, there were many players involved in the 
production of the Stella, or so it seems. 

It was widely believed for decades that John A. Kasson, the 
United States ambassador to Austria-Hungary, called for the 
production of a new denomination that could easily be exchanged 
against the standard gold pieces of France, Italy, Austria, and the 
other countries that made up the Latin Monetary Union. It has 
also been said that Kasson was allied with Western mining interests 
and sought to have the United States government buy up their gold 
and silver by promoting a new gold piece. 

Roger Burdette’s extensive research did much to clarify who was 
really responsible for the creation and design of the curious four 
dollar denomination. In thoroughly examining the historical record, 
Burdette found the Kasson narrative problematic. Kasson had been 
the chairman of the Committee on Coinage, Weights, and Measures. 
He knew perfectly well that a four dollar coin was not suitable for 
a one-to-one exchange. The standard gold coins of the LMU were 
worth $3.88, not $4, rendering the Stella obsolete. Kasson wrote 
to the State Department in January 1879 arguing for the use of 
the Austrian eight florin as the standard for certifying invoices to 
the Austrian consulate. He explained that it would be helpful for 
the United States Mint to produce “a new gold coin ... to be the 
exact value [emphasis added] of the gold piece already better known 
throughout Europe and the East than any other single coin.” 

Eventually, Representative Alexander H. Stephens, then chair 
of the committee Kasson had headed earlier, got hold of the letter. 
Burdette writes: “Stephens, probably after verbal consultation with 
Hubbell [proponent of a patented goloid composition], changed 
the meaning of Kasson’s letter from ‘exact value’ to ‘approximate 
denomination’ when he replied to Treasury Secretary Sherman.” 

Collectors have Stephens and Hubbell to thank for pushing 
the production of the Stella. William W. Hubbell stood to profit 
mightily from the Mint employing his goloid composition, while 
Stephens, an ardent supporter of Hubbell, sought to help a friend 
and gain the support of his constituents and fellow congressmen. 

This example of the 1879 Flowing Hair proof issue is noted as 
Repaired by PCGS, although the work is skillfully done. A few 
subtle areas of smoothing are visible on the obverse, especially 
in the left field near the 3 and its adjacent stars in the legend. 
An additional repair may have been executed at the stars and M 
near the opposite rim. We note a thin, small mark near DEO and 
some faint delicate lines in the reverse fields. Still, nice eye appeal 
remains on both sides of the coin and the honey-gold surfaces 
show attractive, delicate orange accents with sharp definition 
throughout the motifs.

1907 Wire Rim Ten, MS64+ 
The Intended Saint-Gaudens Design 



3856 1907 Wire Rim MS64+ PCGS Secure. CAC. The 1907 Wire 
Rim Indian eagle is avidly collected by series specialists and 
pattern collectors alike as the only available issue that shows 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ original design for the ten dollar gold 
piece. It is listed as Judd-1901 in the current pattern reference, 
but most numismatists now believe these coins should be 
considered business strikes. 

Initially, 542 examples of the design were struck, but only 
472 specimens were ever distributed. The remaining 70 coins 
were melted after 1915. The design exemplifies the style of 
Saint-Gaudens, sculpted in high relief, with concave fields that 
slope up directly into the edge of the coin. A thin fin, or wire 
rim, of metal is seen around the edge of the coin, caused by the 
extrusion of metal between the collar and the dies. 

Unfortunately, the lack of a protective rim around the coin 
and the extremely high relief of the eagle motif on the reverse 
made the design unsuitable for coinage. The coins did not stack 
properly and the design details were not sufficiently brought up. 
Mint Director George Roberts feared the coins would be easy 
to counterfeit. President Theodore Roosevelt was eventually 
convinced of these difficulties, and the Wire Rim design was 
retired in favor of the famous Rolled Rim design. 

Whether the coins were patterns or regular issues became 
a more-or-less moot point when Roosevelt lifted the ban on 
selling experimental coins for the 1907 Saint-Gaudens issues. 
Subsequently, the coins were sold to a wide range of VIPs, 
Congressmen, Treasury officials, and museums. In the initial 
distribution, only a few reached collector’s hands. 

Prominent coin dealer Henry Chapman did manage to 
secure a few examples for his customers, however. He wrote to 
Baltimore collector Robert Garrett, suggesting he should apply 
to Mint Director Frank Leach to acquire examples of both the 
Wire Rim and Rolled Rim issues at face value, plus shipping 
(Chapman related he had privately paid as much as $150 for a 
single example himself, but Leach would not sell him any more 
coins): 

“As he has but a few of the wire edge; which he refuses 
to let me have a specimen of, I would suggest that you 
write immediately upon receipt of this ... If you succeed in 
getting them, you are going to get two coins worth $400.” 

Garrett did succeed in obtaining the coins directly from the 
Mint. The Wire Rim specimen sold for $20,000 when it was 
auctioned in September of 1980. In more recent times, the 
spectacular MS67 PCGS example from the Husky Collection 
realized $345,000 when it sold in 2008. Because of its inherent 
beauty and historic appeal to collectors of many disciplines, 
the 1907 Wire Rim Indian ten will always attract intense 
competition at any public offering. 

The present coin is a high-end Choice Uncirculated example, 
with smooth and finely granular surfaces that capture light and 
return it many-fold. In hand, the coin appears silky and smooth. 
The deeply impressed strike is medallic in style and stunning 
to behold. Any marks are microscopic, confirming that this 
richly imbued yellow-gold coin was carefully preserved since its 
mintage and distribution.

Abrasions are the main 
grade-limiting factor, although the present coin shows fewer and 
less-severe marks than normally associated with its assigned grade. 

The colorful toning and lustrous eye appeal set this coin apart 
from its peers. Reddish highlights and lilac accents enrich the 
orange-gold patina. A crisp strike lacks full details only on the 
highest hair strands, while the right tailfeathers are incomplete 
from die lapping. Moreover, the vibrant visual impression and 
quality surfaces make this example an ideal alternative to the much 
rarer and expensive coins graded just one point higher.

As might be expected, the 
1892-CC was considered a rare date when collecting double eagles 
first became popular in this country, in the 1940s. Fortunately, a 
number of coins have surfaced in hoards since the mid-1990s, 
making the issue relatively available today. 

The coin offered here is an impressive MS61 specimen, with 
well-detailed design elements that show some of the usual softness 
on the star centers. A minute die chip is evident on the dentils, 
above the I in AMERICA. The lustrous orange-gold surfaces show 
a number of minor contact marks and luster grazes on both sides, 
explaining the grade.

Two 
die varieties are known for the date. This coin represents Variety 
1-A, with the B in JBL centered over the 8 in the date. The 1893- 
CC was struck during the final year of operations at the Carson 
City Mint, an important consideration for type purposes. 

The present coin shows just a trace of wear on the high points 
of the well-detailed design elements. The pleasing orange-gold 
surfaces are lightly abraded and retain much original mint luster.

Surprisingly, the 
1893-CC is much more available in high grade than its nominal 
production total would suggest. A substantial number of pieces 
have been repatriated from European holdings in recent times. 
Although the 1893-CC is still a scarce issue in higher Mint State 
grades, its status as the final Carson City double eagle makes it 
especially popular with branch mint type collectors. 

The present coin exhibits sharply detailed central design 
elements, with the slightest softness on some peripheral devices. 
From an early state of the dies, this piece does not show the usual 
die cracks through the bottom of the date and the letters TAT in 
STATES. The orange-gold surfaces radiate vibrant mint luster and 
are lightly marked for the grade.

This is a highly 
appealing example of this final-year Carson City issue, with frosty 
green-gold luster and sharply struck design elements. Close scrutiny 
with a loupe reveals some faint interruptions in the luster on 
Liberty’s cheek, likely what precluded ANACS from awarding 
this piece a finer grade, as the surfaces are devoid of the noticeable 
abrasions and deep cuts that typically affect gold pieces at this level.

Augustus 
Saint'Gaudens was a lifelong advocate of realism. He advocated to 
his pupils that the ancient Greeks should be an artistic influence, 
even before Michelangelo. When asked in 1905 to name the 
sculptors he set before his followers, the first two were Phidias and 
Praxiteles. Then came Michelangelo. The influence of Classical 
sculptors is clearly seen on the designs used for the ten and twenty 
dollar gold coins from 1907. The loose, flowing drapery on Liberty 
seen on the High Relief twenty is clearly reminiscent of sculpture 
from Hellenistic Greece. All the high'relief features are clearly 
evident on this near-Mint example. The deep folds in the drapery 
give much of the three'dimensionality to the obverse. Just a bit of 
high'point friction is apparent as well as slight friction in the fields 
that has thinned the satiny luster on each side. The bright yellow' 
gold surfaces show just the slightest tinge of reddish patina. Some 
lucky collector will see this near-Mint, CAC'endorsed High Relief 
for the good value it is.

High Relief Saints are frequently offered in the lower 
Uncirculated grades, but it is unusual for a problem-free coin 
to receive an MS60 designation, as opposed to MS61 or MS62.

Gaudens is well known for a few monumental sculptures, even 
though he also produced several hundred lesser works. The snail’s 
pace that he worked on those few well-known sculptures were 
maddeningly long to the patrons who commissioned them, but his 
lack of speed is explained as integral to his method of work in his 
autobiography, edited by his son, Homer, after his death. 

“To him a good thing was no better for being done quickly. 
Change after change should be made if needed to produce 
what was best. “Conceive an idea,” he would say, “Then stick 
to it. Those who hang on are the only ones who amount to 
anything.” 

Even with the ten and twenty dollar gold coins from 1907 the pace 
was slow and methodical. In each case, the models were essentially 
complete when President Roosevelt gave him the commission 
in 1905. But two and a half years of minor adjustments delayed 
striking of actual coinage, and it wasn’t until a month after the 
sculptor’s death that the High Relief twenties actually went into 
production. Numismatists would certainly agree the results were 
worth the wait. The High Relief twenties are universally acclaimed 
the most beautiful U.S. coin. This example displays the usual, 
reddish patina over each side of the bright, satiny surfaces. A few 
short contact marks on the obverse explain the grade.

The design was modified twice in 
1908, first by adding the motto IN GOD WE TRUST to the reverse, 
and later by making the rays of the sun longer on the obverse. 
While both the Denver and Philadelphia Mints produced coins of 
all three design subtypes, all the coins struck at San Francisco show 
long rays on the obverse and the motto on the reverse. 

The present coin is boldly impressed throughout. An abrasion 
on Liberty’s right knee and a couple of marks on the eagle, are 
well-concealed. The fields are remarkably clean on this apricot- 
gold near-Gem, suggestive of a finer grade.

Gaudens double eagle series, an issue that was not released in any 
great numbers and which at one point in the 1940s was thought to 
have a population of only four or five coins. Over time, additional 
examples came to light, many with light wear from circulation. 
New research by Roger Burdette finds that all of the 1921 double 
eagles known today originated from pyx residuals and a small 
quantity that was forwarded to the Mint Cashier in 1921. These 
two sources combined would have made a maximum of 582 
coins available to the public. The existence today of numerous 
AU-level coins suggests that the majority of the population entered 
circulation briefly before the issue was recognized as a rarity. Issued 
more than a decade before the gold recall order of 1933, the 1921 
did not even benefit from generic hoarding. 

PCGS estimates that only about 150 1921 Saints are known, 
while more recent studies by Burdette indicate a population in the 
neighborhood of 175 coins. Most of these are lightly circulated or 
heavily abraded. PCGS and NGC combined report only 25 pieces 
finer than the current example, including likely resubmissions. 
Burdette estimates that only about 22 coins are known in those 
grades. In the top grades, high six-figure prices are the norm, and in 
the past the seven-figure barrier has been breached. Thus, the present 
MS62 coin, while itself a rarity and headliner in our current sale, is 
actually among the more accessible Mint State examples known. 

We have not previously handled this specific coin. It shows 
a bold strike and satiny straw-gold luster with scattered but light 
surface abrasions.

Elusive One-Year Issue, K-l

Details. K-l, High R.5. Some soldiers of the Mormon Battalion, 
who were stationed in California during the Mexican War, were 
among the early discoverers of gold in the waters of the American 
River late in 1848. Four denominations of gold coins ($20, $10, 
$5, and $2 1/2) were struck from gold dust found by these soldiers 
after their return to Salt Lake City, where the local economy was 
suffering from an almost complete lack of circulating coinage. 
Unfortunately, the Mormon assayers lacked experience in this 
field, and their coins were determined to be of low weight and 
fineness when examined by the assayers at the United States Mint. 
Reports of this low intrinsic value caused the Mormon coinage to 
be widely repudiated outside the Mormon community, and most of 
the coins were melted for recoinage at an early date. The five dollar 
denomination was struck again in 1850 and 1860, but the other 
denominations were one-year issues. The 1849 Mormon quarter 
eagle is elusive in all grades today. 

The present coin shows some light wear on the well-detailed 
design elements, but the pleasing orange-gold surfaces are lightly 
abraded, outside of a thin gouge on the reverse that extends from 
the H in HALF to the Clasped Hands.

1850 Mormon Five Dollar, AU Details 
K-5, Important Territorial Issue 



4014 1850 Mormon Five Dollar — Edge Damaged — PCGS Genuine. 
AU Details. K-5, High R.5. Mormon veterans of the Mexican 
War, as well as settlers, artisans, and converts faced hard times 
after the long journey westward. The gold fields of California 
beckoned, and those that were successful gathered a small fortune 
in gold before returning to the Great Salt Lake Valley, which 
was settled by the Mormons in 1847. Coinage operations were 
established there in 1849. Soldiers who received their pay in gold 
added to the bullion pool for the Mormon mint. 

The simplistic design for this Mormon five dollar gold piece 
incorporates traditional Mormon symbols (as do all of the Mormon 
denominations), with a crowned eye and clasped hands on the five 
dollar pieces. The coins produced were substandard in terms of 
their gold value, which mattered little to the coinage circulating 
among the Mormon community. Those coins that circulated more 
widely were subject to scrutiny. The edge damage on this example 
may indeed be test cuts for those testing the coin for fineness. The 
smooth surfaces display greenish-gold color and only a few small 
marks. Because many Mormon coins were melted, the supply for 
today’s collectors is limited and this Genuine piece is sure to attract 
much attention from bidders.

4015 1860 Mormon Five Dollar, K-6, High R.5 — Cleaning — 
PCGS Genuine. AU Details. Among the consequences of the 
discovery of gold in Colorado in 1858 was this final attempt at 
a Mormon coinage, a full decade after the previous effort was 
abandoned. J.M. Barlow and Douglas Brown struck the coins at 
a mint established in Barlow’s jewelry store, with full approval 
from Brigham Young. The coins circulated readily in the local 
economy but, outside the Mormon community there was 
considerable mistrust of the coinage, and it only circulated at a 
steep discount. Coinage operations continued until 1861, when 
governor Alfred Cumming prohibited further production by the 
Mormon mint. Most examples were melted shortly afterward, 
making the issue very scarce in later years. 

The attractive design featured a recumbent lion on the obverse, 
with the date below, and the motto HOLINESS TO THE LORD 
around. The lettering was inscribed in the Deseret alphabet, and is 
historically important as one of the few examples of this script to 
survive today. The reverse features an eagle behind a beehive, with 
the legend DESERET ASSAY OFFICE. PURE GOLD, around, 
with 5.D. below. The reverse is lettered in Latin script. 

The present coin is an impressive specimen with welLdetailed 
design elements that show just a touch of actual wear. The pleasing 
orange-gold surfaces are lightly abraded, but the luster is somewhat 
dimmed by a light cleaning, long ago.

Kellogg & Humbert Gold Ingot, 107.76 Ounces 
Classed in the ‘Very Large’ Category 



4017 Kellogg & Humbert Gold Ingot. 107.76 Ounces. CAGB-487. The 
recovery of the S.S. Central America yielded far more than the 532 
gold ingots and thousands of coins contained within its rusted hull. It 
illuminated a fascinating and to that point narrowly understood history of 
California Gold Rush assayers. Researchers were generally unfamiliar with 
the style of Western assayers’ bars from that period, and as Dave Bowers 
writes in his monumental California Gold Rush History, “The array of ingots 
furnished the unique opportunity to study characteristics and features the 
likes of which have never been recorded.” 

As much as the historic shipwreck discovery revealed about the 
prominent San Francisco assayers of the mid-1850s, it also confirmed 
something that was already well-known to numismatists, that the 
partnership of J.G. Kellogg and Augustus Humbert was the best-reputed 
firm in Gold Rush-era California. Kellogg & Humbert ingots represented 
65% of the treasure. There were 343 such bars in all, 258 more than any 
other assayer, including the largest ingot, the “Eureka” bar, weighing an 
astonishing 933.94 ounces. 

Augustus Humbert is widely known for his involvement in the 
production of the iconic, fifty dollar gold “slugs” manufactured in 1851 
and 1852. He joined up with John Grover Kellogg in April 1855, striking 
twenty dollar gold coins despite the ongoing operation of the fledgling San 
Francisco branch mint, which had opened one year earlier. In fact, while the 
two facilities worked simultaneously to produce coinage for the West Coast 
economy, the private firm of Kellogg & Humbert was held in much higher 
esteem. A May 1, 1855 article in the Alta California explains: 

“It is not generally known, but is nevertheless the fact, that the 
principal private assay office in the country [K&H] effects over fifty 
percent more towards the supply of coin to the country that the 
United States Mint does. The highest point reached by the Mint was 
been about $1,500,000 per month in coin. The assay office has for 
weeks at a time, manufactured about $60,000 to $80,000 per diem. 
Every banker in the State will acknowledge that but for the assay 
office the financial crisis in this State would have been prolonged for 
weeks and weeks.” 

These Kellogg & Humbert ingots are always in high demand. Their 
historical and numismatic significance, combined with the storied tale 
of their 1857 sinking and amazing recovery 138 years later explain the 
allure. This particular example’s immense proportions are also certain to 
impress. 

The S.S. Central America ingots were categorized by size, ranging from 
very small to colossal. This 107.76 ounce gold bar falls within the very large 
size range of 100.01 to 300.00 ounces. The 55 mm x 111 mm dimensions 
correspond to Mold K&H-04. The top side is neatly laid out with the serial 
number, 621, at the top, followed by the company hallmark / 107.76 Oz / 
871 FINE / $1940.24. The serial number is repeated at the top of the back 
side. The ingot is bright yellow-gold throughout with no traces of rust, 
but in the center of the back side there is an area of what appears to be 
some sort of ocean debris.

The 1907 is non-collectible, since just two 
pieces are known. The 1905 is the second-rarest date, and has a 
proof mintage of 471 pieces. Much of the mintage was likely lost 
during the World War II Japanese occupation.

The reverse offers a wreath of 
cotton and wheat, with inner circle of dots enclosing 895.8 S. / 
4.2—G. / 100—C. / 25 GRAMS. DEO EST GLORIA (“God is 
glory / To God be the glory”) appears in a cartouche, with UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA and ONE DOLLAR at the rim. Struck 
in copper with a reeded edge. Designed to be a part of goloid 
compositional test coins, it is not known if any pieces actually exist 
in that alloy.

The following story 
of the Snowden dollars has been told before but it bears repeating 
because it explains so much about the production of these pieces: 

“Snowden dollars were struck as an anti-counterfeiting 
measure. The edge was struck from a novel three-part collar 
that produced raised edge lettering on the coin. Considerable 
experimentation went into the production of these pieces, 
and on June 12, 1885 Snowden and his staff succeeded in 
getting the mechanism to work at normal production speeds 
of 80 to 100 coins per minute. Snowden retired at the end 
of the year, and left placement of the raised lettering to his 
successor. Director Burchard left office around the same 
time, and no one remained in the Mint who had Snowden’s 
insight, ability, or willingness to experiment to carry his 
project forward to completion. The tripartite collar was not 
used again until 1907 when Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ double 
eagles went into production.” 


1896 Shield Cent in Bronze

4047 1896 One Cent, Judd-1768, Pollock-1983, R.5, PR64 Red and 
Brown PCGS. The obverse features a shield with thirteen stripes 
and a scroll inscribed LIBERTY that passes in front. Behind are 
two crossed poles, one bearing an eagle, the other a liberty cap. E 
PLURIBUS UNUM is above, 1896 is below. The reverse displays 
ONE CENT within a curved olive sprig with UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA around. The border is beaded on both sides. Struck 
in bronze (several alloys) with a plain edge. These late-date 
patterns seem to us to be an understudied area of both patterns and 
late 19th-century numismatics. The various bronze alloys of this 
particular pattern are worthy of study. There are also two different 
die pairings known. This piece shows the head of the eagle on 
the staff pointing directly toward the S in PLURIBUS.

PCGS. The obverse features a small eagle on a cloud, reminiscent 
of the Draped Bust silver dollar reverse design. The reverse has 
TWO CENTS in the center surrounded by a laurel wreath. Struck 
in copper with a plain edge. Undoubtedly a restrike made in the 
late-1850s, as characterized by the heavily die-cracked obverse. 
About two dozen copper pieces are believed known, but some 
are silver-plated or pickled (mercury plated or dipped). It is not 
known just how many restrikes were made, but a wide variety 
of compositions exist of the originals, including billon, copper, 
copper-nickel, and white metal. This is an attractive example 
whose obverse retains a fair amount of underlying red beneath the 
brown, while the reverse is more uniformly brown. There are no 
observable flaws on the piece, leaving us to wonder what the grade 
is about.

The 4 was so weakly reproduced 
from the dollar die that it appears to be a 1. Numerous alloys were 
used to strike these crude patterns, including a wide variety of 
German silver compositions.

In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve 
the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) and any other 
damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.
